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REPORT,  1947. 

The  Council  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  the  Members 
their  report  for  the  year  1947,  together  with  the  accounts 
audited  by  Messrs.  J.  M.  Winter  &  Sons. 

Sir  Sam.  H.  Brown,  Mr.  Rollo  Hoare,  Dr.  Derek  Jackson 
and  Mr.  P.  J.  Jory  were  all  compelled,  owing  to  their  other 
heavy  commitments,  to  resign  their  membership  of  the 
Council,  and  the  Council  desire  to  record  their  grateful 
thanks  to  them  for  their  services  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Council  report  with  great  regret  the  death  of  Mr. 
K.  A.  Layton-Bennett,  who  had  been  elected  to  the  Council 
as  a  representative  of  Charing  Cross  Hospital  only  a  few 
months  prior  to  his  death. 

A  very  warm  welcome  is  extended  to  Mrs.  Ritchie,  Dr. 
H.  W.  C.  Vines  and  Dr.  Roy  Ward,  who  accepted  invita¬ 
tions  to  join  the  Council  during  the  year. 

The  deaths  during  the  year  of  Professor  Weigert,  the 
Hospital’s  Physical  Chemist,  and  Miss  A.  M.  Ross,  a 
member  of  the  Radiotherapy  staff,  are  recorded  with  very 
deep  regret. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Lakin,  Mr.  H.  G.  Arthure  and  Mr.  R.  S.  Lewis 
were  elected  to  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff  during  the  year. 

Three  members  of  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff  resigned 
during  the  year,  Air  Vice-Marshal  Geoffrey  Keynes  and  Mr. 
H.  B.  Stallard,  owing  to  other  commitments,  and  Mr.  H.  W. 
Rodgers,  on  his  appointment  to  the  Chair  of  Surgery  in 
Belfast. 

These  gentlemen  have  rendered  great  service  to  the  Hos¬ 
pital  and  the  Council  desire  to  record  their  sincere  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  these  services. 

From  the  statistical  tables  on  page  26  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  average  number  of  in-patients  for  the  year  was  rather 
less  than  in  1946,  i.e.,  the  total  number  of  patients  admitted 
during'  the  year  was  3,633,  compared  with  4,071  in  1946. 
This  decrease  of  438  was  due  almost  entirely  to  the  fact 
that  only  185  service  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year, 
whereas  593  such  cases  were  received  in  1946.  The  number 
of  patients  admitted  to  Mount  Vernon  general  beds,  however, 
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as  distinct  from  those  admitted  under  the  Emergency  Hos¬ 
pital  Service  scheme  increased  from  645  to  751,  which  is 
an  indication  that  hospitals  and  general  practitioners  are 
more  and  more  looking'  to  Mount  Vernon  to  undertake  the 
treatment  of  their  cases  requiring  radiotherapy  and  radium. 
No  cases  seeking  admission  for  treatment  by  radium  or  radio¬ 
therapy  have  been  refused,  and  both  the  Mount  Vernon  and 
the  E.M.S.  Radiotherapy  Departments  have  been  working  to 
capacity  throughout  the  year. 

Work  in  the  Physiotherapy  and  Occupational  Therapy 
Departments  continues  to  increase,  and  no  less  than  53,925 
treatments  were  given  in  the  former  during  the  year,  com¬ 
pared  with  48,000  in  1946.  Both  departments  are  recog¬ 
nised  as  essential  in  the  treatment  of  almost  every  type  of 
illness  or  injury,  and  the  benefit  obtained  by  patients  from 
them  increases  annually. 

The  Almoner’s  Department  has  again  spared  no  effort  to 
assist  patients  in  the  many  problems  which  arise  with  illness, 
and  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Department  includes  the 
following  :  —

The  adoption  by  the  Council  of  the  recommendation  of  the 
King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  that  hospital  kitchens  should 
be  a  separate  department,  has  proved  most  successful. 
Electrically  heated  trolleys  have  been  provided  for  every 
ward,  and  the  standard  of  catering  at  the  Hospital  is  very 
high. 

The  universal  shortage  of  nursing  staff  has  affected  the 
Hospital  very  considerably,  and  in  the  hope  of  easing  the 
situation  the  Hospital  applied  to  the  General  Nursing 
Council  for  recognition  as  a  draining  School  for  Assistant 
Nurses,  This  was  granted,  and  several  courses  of  instruc¬ 
tion  were  held  during  the  year.  Many  of  the  pupil  nurses, 
however,  became  so  keen  on  nursing  that  they  decided  to 
take  their  training  for  the  general  or  supplementary  register, 
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and  consequently  left  the  Hospital  to  do  so.  It  has  become 
obvious,  therefore,  that  whilst  Assistant  Nurses  are  of  great 
value  to  Hospitals,  it  is  unlikely  they  will  provide  the  answer 
to  the  shortage  problem. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  Council  agreed 
temporarily  to  place  six  ward  huts  at  the  disposal  of  Charing 
Cross  Hospital  whilst  that  Hospital  is  awaiting  the  erection 
of  its  new  building  at  Northwick  Park. 

A  new  Out-Patient  Department  at  59,  Portland  Place,  was 
opened  in  April,  1947.  This  is  a  commodious  building  con¬ 
taining  a  number  of  excellent  consulting  and  examination 
rooms,  and  is  being  used  largely  for  patients  requiring  Out- 
Patient  treatment  and  “  follow  up  ”  cases. 

Work  in  the  Research  Laboratories  has  continued 
throughout  the  year,  but  owing  to  the  present  national  diffi¬ 
culties  it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  the  plan  for  re¬ 
organising  the  cancer  research  laboratories  as  anticipated  in 
the  last  Annual  Report.  It  has,  therefore,  been  necessary  to 
limit  the  scope  of  our  investigations  and  to  make  the  best  use 
possible  of  existing  laboratory  accommodation. 

A  fundamental  task  of  cancer  research  is  the  study  of 
malignant  cells.  An  enormous  amount  of  work  has  been 
carried  out  with  the  aim  of  determining  in  what  respect 
cancer  cells  differ  from  their  non-malignant  prototypes. 
Although  in  most  cases  it  is  possible  for  a  trained  observer 
to  identify  cancer  cells  under  the  microscope,  yet  there  is  no 
precise  criterion  of  malignancy.  In  border-line  cases  it  is 
impossible  to  decide  whether  a  cell  is  abnormal  and  relatively 
harmless,  or  whether  it  is  cancerous  with  deadly  potentiali¬ 
ties.  The  particular  attribute  of  the  cancer  cell  is  its  capa¬ 
city  for  unlimited,  and  uncontrolled,  growth.  Whereas 
healthy  cells  only  grow  when  required  for  the  well-being 
of  the  body — to  replace  worn-out  tissues  or  to  repair  injuries 
— cancer  cells  keep  growing  continuously.  They  invade  and 
destroy  surrounding  tissues.  They  are  carried  around  the 
body  in  lymph  and  blood,  and  give  rise  to  secondary  growth 
in  organs  remote  from  their  site  of  origin.  They  are  poten¬ 
tially  immortal.  We  are  still  maintaining  by  serial  trans¬ 
plantations  in  mice  the  progeny  of  cancer  cells  which  first 
became  malignant  in  the  days  of  Queen  Victoria.  There  is 
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no  known  reason  why  they  should  not  be  kept  growing  for 
ever.  The  reason  for  their  perpetual  growth  is  the  solution 
of  the  problem  of  the  causation  of  cancer. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  scientists  have  examined  cancer 
Cells  with  all  the  most  critical  techniques  of  microscopy  in  the 
search  for  some  peculiarity  of  structure  that  might  account 
for  their  truly  remarkable,  though  insidious  capacity  for 
growth.  The  smallest  particle  that  can  definitely  be  seen 
with  the  ordinary  light  microscope  is  about  l/5000th  of  a 
millimetre  (1  inch  is  about  25 \  millimetres).  However,  when 
living  cells  are  prepared  for  microscopical  examination  they 
are  so  translucent  as  to  be  almost  transparent.  This  diffi¬ 
culty  has  recently  been  overcome  by  the  perfecting  of  the 
phase-contrast  microscope.  By  its  aid  minute  structural 
details  are  clearly  revealed  in  the  living  condition.  It  does 
not,  however,  increase  the  limit  of  microscopic  vision.  This 
can  only  be  achieved  by  using  shorter  wave  lengths  of  light 
than  those  to  which  the  human  eye  is  receptive.  These  are 
the  so-called  ultra-violet  light  rays  or  irradiations,  the  most 
suitable  for  microscopical  purposes  being  those  of  approxi¬ 
mately  half  the  wave  length  of  green  light.  By  halving  the 
wave  length  of  light  it  is  possible  to  double  the  limit  of 
resolution.  Particles  only  half  the  size  of  those  visible  by 
the  ordinary  light  microscope,  can  therefore  be  rendered 
visible  by  the  use  of  the  ultra-violet  microscope.  One  can¬ 
not  observe  objects  directly  by  its  use  since  the  eye  is  not 
sensitive  to  the  irradiation.  But  it  is  possible  to  select  living 
cells  by  means  of  the  ordinary  light  microscope  and  then  to 
take  photographs  by  ultra-violet  light.  Such  pictures,  called 
ultra-violet  micrographs,  not  only  demonstrate  finer  details 
of  structure  than  the  ordinary  microscope,  but  also  convey 
information  about  the  chemical  composition  of  the  structures 
revealed.  This  is  because  certain  groupings  of  molecules 
absorb  ultra-violet  radiations  in  a  specific  manner. 

The  technique  of  ultra-violet  microscopy  was  brought  to  a 
high  degree  of  efficiency  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Barnard,  F.R.S.,  in 
the  National  Institute  for  Medical  Research.  The  Director, 
Dr.  C.  R.  Harington,  F.R.S.,  has  placed  at  Dr.  R.  j. 
Ludford’s  disposal  extensive  facilities  for  undertaking  in 
collaboration  with  Mr.  J.  Smiles,  A.R.C.S.,  an  investigation 
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into  the  application  of  these  new  methods  of  microscopy  for 
the  Study  of  living  malignant  cells.  Preliminary  accounts  of 
their  work  have  already  been  given  to  the  Society  of  Experi¬ 
mental  Biology,  the  Pathological  Society,  and  the  Royal 
Microscopical  Society.  A  general  report  on  the  initial  find¬ 
ings  is  at  present  in  course  of  publication,  and  a  shoft 
account  of  the  work  will  be  appearing  in  the  Scientific  Report 
of  the  Hospital. 

The  Council  is  most  gratified  for  the  support  given  to  this 
work  by  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign  which  haS 
made  a  special  grant  for  the  purpose.  Certain  new  technical 
developments  that  have  been  envisaged  require  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  special  apparatus,  which  is  at  present  in  progress. 
As  soon  as  possible  this  will  be  installed  in  our  research 
laboratories, 

A  complete  survey  of  the  research  carried  out  in  the 
Cancer  Research  and  Biophysics  Laboratories  will  in  future 
be  published  in  the  Medical  and  Scientific  Reports  which  will 
be  a  separate  publication.  To  it  reference  should  be  made 
for  accounts  of  the  work  of  Dr.  J.  Read  and  his  group  on 
the  biological  action  of  ionising  radiations  and  the  work  of 
Messrs.  G.  Calcutt  and  A.  K.  Powell  on  experimental  car¬ 
cinogenesis.  A  monograph  by  Mr.  Powell  on  the  “  Organi¬ 
sation  of  the  Malignant  Cell  ”  is  being  published  by  the 
Royal  Microscopical  Society. 

During  the  year  the  Mount  Vernon  Fellowship  was  re¬ 
constituted  with  the  object  of  raising  funds  to  provide  addi¬ 
tional  amenities,  etc.,  for  patients  in  the  Hospital.  Mr.  G. 
Silverwood  Cope  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
and  as  its  first  function  the  Fellowship  held  a  Christmas 
Bazaar  in  November.  This  resulted  in  a  sum  of  1,000 
being  raised,  and  the  Council  desires  to  express  its  grateful 
thanks  to  Mr.  Silverwood  Cope,  his  Committee,  Mr.  A.  E. 
Bundy,  who  compiled  the  programme,  and  to  the  many 
friends  of  the  Hospital  and  the  staff  who  worked  so  hard  to 
achieve  this  excellent  result. 

A  statement  of  accounts  will  be  found  on  page  20a,  from 
which  it  will  be  noted  that  the  Expenditure  exceeded  the 
Income  by  more  than  ^726,000.  The  Finance  Committee 
has  continued  to  exercise  the  utmost  vigilance  to  ensure  that 
expenditure  is  kept  to  a  minimum  compatible  with  efficiency, 
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but  with  the  adoption  of  the  salary  scales  recommended  by 
the  Joint  Negotiating-  Committee  and  the  incidence  of  pur¬ 
chase  tax,  the  Finance  Committee  has  less  control  over 
expenditure  than  previously. 

The  Council  desires  to  express  its  sincere  gratitude  to  the 
Ring  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London  for  a  further 
grant  of  ^2,000  towards  the  cost  of  maintenance.  The 
generous  assistance  the  Fund  has  given  to  the  Hospital  for 
so  many  years  has  been  of  the  greatest  value. 

The  Special  Hospitals  Flag  Day  was  held  for  the  last  time 
in  October,  and  resulted  in  a  sum  of  ^£'212  17s.  being  col¬ 
lected.  This  result  was  again  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of 
Miss  Richardson  and  her  assistants,  to  whom  the  Council 
extends  its  grateful  appreciation. 

The  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign  has  again  provided 
very  generous  financial  assistance,  which  has  enabled  the 
work  of  the  Research  Department  to  be  greatly  increased 
during  the  year,  and  the  Council  desires  to  record  its  grateful 
appreciation  to  the  Campaign  for  the  financial  assistance  it 
has  so  readily  given  to  the  Hospital  for  many  years. 

The  Metropolitan  Hospitals  Sunday  Fund  made  a  grant  of 
^7300  to  the  Hospital,  and  the  Council  desires  to  express  its 
grateful  thanks  for  this  grant  and  for  the  help  the  Fund  has 
given  to  the  Hospital  for  many  years. 

The  high  level  at  which  subscriptions  and  donations  have 
been  maintained  during  the  year  is  a  tribute  to  the  devotion 
of  the  many  friends  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  Council  are 
grateful  that  despite  the  imminence  of  the  National  Health 
Service  they  have  continued  their  generous  support. 

Many  gifts  of  foodstuffs  have  been  received  during  the 
year  from  the  Dominions.  These  have  been  of  great  assist¬ 
ance  in  enabling  a  varied  diet  to  be  provided,  and  the  Council 
are  very  grateful  for  this  continued  generous  help. 

This  is  the  last  report  that  will  be  published  on  a  full 
year’s  work  as  a  Voluntary  Hospital,  and  the  Council  feel 
it  is  their  duty  to  thank,  not  only  those  people  who  have 
assisted  the  Hospital  during  1947,  but  all  those  who  have 
given  their  help  in  many  different  ways  in  the  past,  years. 
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On  July  5th  next  the  Hospital  will  be  handed  over  to  the 
State,  and  whilst  to  many  there  will  be  more  than  a  tinge  of 
regret  at  the  forthcoming  changes,  the  Council  has  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  it  is  handing  over  to  the  nation 
a  Hospital  which  has  a  high  tradition,  with  a  highly 
developed  organisation  and  equipment  for  the  fulfilment  of 
its  mission,  and  staffs,  professional  and  lay,  in  every  depart¬ 
ment  who  can  be  relied  upon  to  give  of  their  best  towards 
ensuring  the  continued  progress  and  service  of  the  Hospital 
in  the  future  National  Health  Service. 

In  concluding  this  report  the  Council  wishes  once  again 
to  pay  a  warm  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  .Visiting  Medical 
Staff,  the  Resident  Medical  Staff,  the  Nursing  Staff,  the 
Administrative  Staff  and  the  Domestic  Staff.  The  year  just 
passed  presented  many  problems  and  the  Council  feels  that 
the  loyal  co-operation  and  devoted  services  of  the  Staff 
generally  contributed  in  great  measure  to  maintain  the 
prestige  of  the  Hospital.
